With the price down with-in reach of most every ham, computerized RITY 
is springing up by leaps and bounds. In the last few months, over six- 
ty calls have been listed in the YGU mail-box. What is a mail box? Lo- 
cally, I know of three, one on RTTY WAS8YGU 145.66, and two on ASCII, 
WA8LPK and WBYIQK, both on145.72. For simplex, the frequency is 145.75. 
With a mail box, you can send and retrieve messages to other amateurs. 
They have spring up all over the country and distant mail boxes can be 
accessed on the HF bands. All you need is a computer and an interface 
to connect to your gear. There isalocal net for ragchewing, on 145.75 
on Monday at SPM, a traffic net daily on 3605, and ARRL bulletins WIAW 
on 3625, 7095 and 14095mhz. Why don't you join in on the fun!!:
